INVESTIGATION UPROAR 

The special house subcommittee looking 
Into the FCC and other rcBulatory agencies 
Is moving ahead now under a new compul- 
sion to conduct a really searching Investiga- 
tion ot their activities. 

It has been put on the spot by the uproar 
which attended the Ilrlng or the committee 
counsel. Dr. Bernard Schwartz of New Yorfc 
university. 

Yet rair-minded cltliena neeti have no re- 
grets that Schwartz himself is no longer In- 
volved In the inquiry.
